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English Spell Checker 


Your RadioShack English Spell Checker helps you quickly find 
the correct spelling for up to 30,000 words. Enter a word as you 
think it is spelled and the spell checker uses advanced intelli- 
gence to confirm your spelling or find the correct spelling. The 
spell checker also has a missing letter feature that can help you 
find words for games like cressword puzzles. The spell check- 
er’s built-in calculator lets yeu perferm 8-digit standard arith- 
metic calculations. 

Note: The spell checker cemes with a battery insulation strip to 
prevent battery drain during shipping. Before you use the spell 
checker, firmly grasp the strip (sticking out of the battery com- 
partment) and pull on the strip to remove it. 


TURNING POWER ON AND OFF 

To turn on the spell checker, press POWER. The spell checker 
automatically turns off 5 minutes after you stop using it. To turn 
it off sooner, press POWER again. 

CHECKING WORD SPELLINGS 

1 . Press POWER (to turn on the spell checker) or SPELL (if you 
were using the calculator). INPUT WORD appears. 

2. Enter the word you want to check, up to 16 letters, using 
the letter keys. 

Notes: 

• If you make a mistake, repeatedly press < to delete the 
incorrect letter(s). Then enter the correct letter(s). 

• To clear the entire word and start over, press AC/CLR. 

3. Press SPELL. SEARCHING appears while the spell 
checker searches through the word list. 

If the word is spelled correctly, CORRECT appears, the 
spell checker beeps once, and the word reappears. 

If the word is not spelled correctly, NOT FOUND appears 
and three beeps sound. Then MATCHING appears for a 
few secends and the spell checker searches for and dis- 
plays a list of similarly spelled words. Repeatedly press 
or to view the words in that list, and press ORIG (if 
desired) to review the original word. 

Note: If the word has more than 10 characters, < er 
► appear alternately, and the letters scroll off of the dis- 
play. 

4. Repeat Steps 2 and 3 to check another word. 


FINDING MISSING LETTER(S) 

This feature can help you spell out words even if you do not 
know all of the letters, which is great for solving crossword puz- 
zles. Substitute a questien mark (?) for the letters that are miss- 
ing frem the word and your spell checker searches for a list of 
possible words. 

1 . Press POWER (te turn on the spell checker) or SPELL (if you 
were using the calculator). INPUT WORD appears. 

2. Enter the word (up to 16 characters) you want to spell. If 
you know a letter, press that letter’s key to enter it, and 
press ? in the place of each letter you do not know. 

For example, enter H??SE. 

3. Press SPELL. SEARCHING appears while the spell 
checker searches through the werd list, then the first sug- 
gested word and appear. For example, HORSE 
appears. 

4. To view the ether suggested werds in the list (such as 
HOUSE), press ▼ or . 


USING THE CALCULATOR 

You can use the spell checker’s calculator to perform 8-digit 
standard arithmetic calculations. Several ef the letter keys (such 
as u/8 and M/=) also function as number or operator keys for the 
calculator function. 

To use the calculator, turn it on and press CAL. CALCULATOR 
appears. 

Enter the numbers and operators in the order they appear in the 
arithmetic operation. The numbers appear on the display as you 
enter them, but the operators (+, -, X, -F, =) do not appear. 

If you enter an incorrect value, press CE/Z, then enter the cor- 
rect value and continue your calculation. 

If you press an incorrect operator key (+, -, X, -F, =), simply 
press the correct key and continue your calculation. 

To clear an error or clear the display for a new calculation, press 

AC/CLR er CAL. 

ERROR appears on the display when: 

• a calculation result exceeds 8 digits to the left of the deci- 
mal point. 

• you try to divide by 0. 


Constant Calculations 

For addition, subtraction, and division, the value yeu enter be- 
fore pressing = is the censtant. For multiplication, the value yeu 
enter before pressing X is the censtant. 
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Memory Calculations 

Press M+/D to total the current calculation and add the result to 
memory. M appears. 

Press M-/X to total the current calculation and subtract the re- 
sult from memory. 

Press MRC/R to recall the number from memory. Press MRC 
twice to clear the memory. 


REPLACING BATTERIES 

Your spell checker comes with two G13 button-cell batteries in- 
stalled for power. When the display dims or the spell checker 
stops operating properly, replace the batteries. For the best op- 
eration, we recommend RadioShack silver-oxide batteries. 

1 . Remove the battery compartment cover (on the back of the 
spell checker) by sliding it in the direction of the arrow. 

2. Remove the old batteries and install the new batteries with 
their positive sides facing up. 

3. Replace the battery compartment cover. 

Warnings: 

• Keep the batteries out of the reach of children. Swallowing 
a button-cell battery can be fatal. 

• Dispose of old batteries properly. Do not bury or burn them. 

Cautions: 

• Never leave dead or weak batteries in the spell checker. 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required size and recom- 
mended type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries. 

RESETTING THE SPELL CHECKER 

If the spell checker locks up or stops operating properly (and 
you have installed fresh batteries), use a pointed object (such as 


as a straightened paper clip) to press RESET on the back of the 
spell checker. INPUT WORD appears. 

CARE 

To enjoy your spell checker for a long time: 

• Keep the spell checker dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry imme- 
diately. 

• Use and store the spell checker only in normal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the spell checker gently and carefully. Do not drop 
it. 

• Keep the spell checker away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the spell checker with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the spell checker’s internal compo- 
nents can cause a malfunction and invalidate its warranty. If 
your spell checker is not performing as it should, take it to your 
local RadioShack store for assistance.
